Mayor Weaver has dismissed from of­ 
fice two principal members of his cab­ 
inet and thereby delly* red a stagger­ 
ing blow to the dominant political or­ 
ganization of 
this 
city, 
which has 
caused probably the greatest sensa­ 
tion in the history of Philadelphia mu­ 
nicipal affairs. 
W hile the citizens 
were expecting some sort of a move 
on the part of the mayor, they were 
not prepared for the iranmdiale re­ 
moval from office of David J. Smyth, 
the director of the department of pub­ 
lic safety, and Peter E. t’ostello, the 
director of the department of public 
works. 
The mayor has announced 
that he is in the fight to the bitter 
end, which means that a great political 
battle is now on and will be carried 
to the polls next November. 
In his 
fight against the gas lease and the 
Republican 
organization, the 
mayor 
has called in as counsel Elihu Root 
of New York and ex-Judge Jam es Gay 
Gordon of this city. 
Judge Gordon is 
a Democrat. 
The mayor’s stated pur­ 
pose in going outside the city for his 
principal counsel is that he wants a 
man who is not Identified with any 
faction in the struggle now on. 
Simultaneous with the dism issal of 
the two directors, Frederick J. Shoyer, 
director of the department of supplies, 
by direction of the mayor, suspended 
pending an Investigation, Arthur B. H. 
Morrow, the assistant director of the 
department. 
The r e m o v a l of Directors Smyth and 
Costello did not com e until after the 
mayor had asked th rn to resign im­ 
m e d i a t e l y . 
in reply each sent a letter 
to the mayor offering his resignation 
I to take effect 
when his 
successor 
“shall be qualified.” 
The mayor an­ 
swered them by demanding their im­ 
mediate resignation. 
The answers the 
directors returned were to the effect 
that they had tendered their resigna­ 
tions “in the usual form and in ac­ 
cordance with the provisions of the 
city charter,” and that they would 
stand by them as tendered. 
Mr. W ea­ 
ver then ended the correspondence by 
sending to each a letter Immediately 
removing them from their positions. 
After the removals had been an­ 
nounced the mayor made public names 
of the men he had selected for the 
places. 
They are Colonel Sheldon Pot­ 
ter to fill the office of director of pub­ 
lic safety ad Interim, and A. Lincoln 
Acker to be director of the department 
of public works ad interim. 
The fight over the form of resigna­ 
tion was an important one, in that the 
new directors can only be qualified by 
the confirmation of councils, which is 
controlled by the organization. 
The 
department of public safety has charge 
of the police and fire bureaus, electri­ 
cal bureau, prisons, building inspec­ 
tors, boller Inspectors, city property 
and inspectors of fire-escapes. 
Tho 
bureaus of gas. highways, lighting, 
surveys, street cleaning, water and 
olty ice boats, are under the supervi­ 
sion of 
the department 
of public 
works. 
Each director receives $10,000 
a year and together they have control 
of 10,000 officeholders. 
It Is not likely that city councils 
will confirm the men appointed by the 
mayor, but they will hold the office ad 
interim. 
Neither Mayor W eaver nor 
the removed men would make a state­ 
ment as to the specific reason for the 
changes beyond the general statem ent 
that the proposed lease of the gas 
works was the cause of it. 
The organ­ 
ization to a man was in favor of the 
lease, while the mayor was unalterably 
opposed to it. 
He was utterly ignored 
In the transaction and he has been 
urged by the newspapers and reform 
organizations to veto the ordinance 
passed 
by 
councils 
last 
Thursday. 
This he has announced he xx (mid do. 
In the meantime he brought every in­ 
fluence to bear on councilmen to sus­ 
tain him In his veto, 
in this he had 
little success. 
The two directors re­ 
fused to use their influence to help 
him, and this led the mayor to ask 
the directors for their resignations. 
The action of the mayor is the all- I 
engrossing topic of conversation in 
the city, 
ti is safe to say that no such 
political sensation has been sprung in 
the last twenty five v e r s . 
Now that 
the mayor has declared war on the 
Republican organization leaders who 
placed him in office, it is expected that 
a bitter fight xviii be waged during the j 
remaining txvo years of his term.

LEVIN P U N ISH E D 


Man Who Procured False Commercial 


Rating M u tt Go to Prison. 


Now York, May 24 — Louis Levin, at 
one time a lace m erchant of this city 
and \iho later engaged in business in 
Indianapolis under the name of the 
Great W estern U ndergarm ent com pa­ 
ny, bas I eon found guilty of grand lar­ 
ceny in the second degree. 
The m ax­ 
imum penalty for the offense is five 
years in the penitentiary. 
In finding 
Levin guilty the jury incidentally d e ­ 
cided that furnishing to a m ercantile 
agency a f..lse statem en t as to o i.e s 
financial condition is as much a crim e 
as giving such a statem en t directly to 
a creditor. 
The prosecution show ed 
that in December. 1902. Levin handed 
to a mercantile agency a statem ent to 
the effect that his a ssets were $45,000 
in excess of his liabilities and obtained 
credit on the strength of the false rat­ 
ing. 
It also w as show n that in June, 
1903, when he becam e bankrupt and 
fled from N ew York, he caused goods 
worth many thousands of dollars to be 
shipped to Indianapolis, where he later 
engaged in business. 
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INTERLOCKING DEVICE 


Must Be Maintained by Crossing Road, 


Says Supreme Court. 


Indianapolis, May 24.— The suprem e 
court holds that the act of 1903 au­ 
thorizing int* Turban railroads to cross 
steam railroads at grade m akes it the 
imp' rative duty of the crossing rail­ 
road to put in an interlocking device 
within six months under penalty of 
forfeiting all right to continue the use 
of the ero:--'ng without one. 
A tem porary injunction forbidding 
the Monon railroads to tear out the 
tracks of the Indianapolis & N orth­ 
w estern Traction company w here they 
cross its road near Frankfort was re­ 
versed, with directions to sustain a 
motion dissolving the injunction. 
The court refused to decide whether

proval of th© state auditor is consti­ 
tutional, saying thut the tim e when 
such a crossing is built, which tile 
state auditor refuses to approve, will 
be tho time to decide the effect of his 
disapproval.
